To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Amble  Urban  District  Council. 


I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1956. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  increased  by  40  to  4810  compared  with 
the  figure  for  1955,  although  the  number  of  births  has  actually  dropped  from  99 
to  81,  or  a rate  of  16.83  per  1,000  population.  The  National  Rate  is  15.70. 

There  is  a drop  in  the  Stillbirth  Rate  to  24.09,  against  last  year's  rate 
of  29.41,  while  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  (24.69)  has  risen  until  it  is  almost 
level  with  the  rate  for  England  & Wales,  (24.9  per  1,000  live  births.)  Table  5 
and  the  graph  show  the  improvement  which  has  occurred  in  infant  mortality  from 
1919  onwards,  and  it  will  be  seen  that  th®  rates  compare  very  favourably  with  the 
national  figures.  Because  of  small  numbers  the  rise  and  fall  in  the  district 
rates  is  manifestly  greater  although  theanpl  .itude  is  reduced  after  the  marked 
increase  and  subsequent  decline  between  I929  and  1933. 

Deaths  numbered  45,  which  represents  a decrease  of  18,  or  a rate  of 
9.35  per  1,000  of  the  population.  The  National  Rate  is  11. 70. 

The  mortality  from  lung  cancer  was  two,  compared  with  three  last  year, 
but  this  figure  accounts  for  50^  of  the  male  cancer  deaths. 

Coronary  heart  disease  caused  five  deaths  and  it  is  worth  noting  that 
female  deaths  from  this  disease  almost  equalled  the  number  of  male  casualties, 
although  the  age  group  is  70  to  80  years.  The  proportion  of  deaths  from 
Coronary  artery  disease  (ll/o)  is  slightly  lower  than  that  for  the  rest  of  the 
Country,  (12^  Registrar  General,  1 95^+-) 

There  was  one  death  from  tuberculosis. 

An  epidemic  of  bacillary  dysentery  occurred  during  the  winter  and  284 
cases  were  notified.  It  started  in  an  infant  school  and  was  introiuced  by  a 
carrier.  The  organism  was  identified  as  shigella  sonnei  and  spread  quickly 
through  the  school  and  to  other  members  of  the  families  concerned.  13  2ood 
handlers  and  a waterman  were  involved  and  5 were  withdrawn  from  their  employment 
under  the  Public  Health  (infectious  Diseases)  Regulations  1953.  In  the  other 
cases  it  was  possible  to  find  alternative  employment  until  the  patient  or  Contacts 
were  considered  free  from  risk. 

One  benefit  resulting  from  this  epidemic  was  the  boost  it  had  on 
improvement  of  the  children's  habits,  and  it  gave  some  point  to  the  teacher's 
previous  instructions.  It  is  however,  unfortunate  that  no  wash-hand  basins  are 
provided  in  the  classrooms  of  primary  schools  as  such  an  amenity  would  greatly 
assist  the  school  staff,  particularly  during  epidemics  caused  by  bowel  infections. 

Another  aspect  was  the  willing  assistance  given  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  of  Alnwick  Rural  District  Council  in  helping  to  relieve  the  severe  burden 
imposed  on  your  inspector  by  the  collection  of  specimens  and  choosing  of  cases  etc. 

I am  pleased  to  record  that  this  team-spirit  permeates  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  in  the  area  and  I feel  that  the  regular  meetings  he]*3  °y  the  ^Tuectors 
belonging  to  the  Councils  in  Nos.  1 and  2 Areas,  North  N^*chumberland,  with 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  the  chair,  help  in  this  respect.  These  meetings  k 
proved  very  fruitful  and  encouraging  to  us  all . 

At  last  an  attempt  is  being  made  to  remove  the  menace  of  poliomyelitis 
andat  the  beginning  of  1956,  after  much  controversy,  the  parents  responded  we 
to  the  offer  to  vaccinate  children  aged  2 to  9 years.  Fifty-seven  children 
received  two  inoculations  and  as  soon  as  new  supplies  of  vaccine  become  aval  a e 
more  children  will  receive  it. 

Horne  Help  assistance,  a County  service,  is  instrumental  in  keeping  °I^- 
people  in  their  own  homes  and  preventing  the  break-up  of  families.  In  Amble  jUo 
over  40  cases  received  assistance  during  the  year . 
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Again  it  'is  my  pleasure  to  record  ray  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  and  also  to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
loyal  support.

Conversions  to  Water  Closets 


There  are  still  a proportion  of  houses  within  the  Urban 
Dietriot  which  have  no  modern  means  of  sanitation.  It  is  therefore 
most  pleasing  to  see  a gradual  increase  in  the  number  of  conversions 
and  to  financially  assist  in  this,  the  Council  pay  a grant  of  £5 
for  each  conversion  made.  During  the  year  a total  of  14  water 
closets  were  provided  and  in  each  case,  a grant  of  £5  was  made. 


Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds 

The  increasing  popularity  of  the  district  is  shown  by 
the  many  applications  received  annually  for  permission  to  site 
caravans.  The  Council  own  two  large  sites  capable  of  Holding 
a total  of  J00  caravans  giving  accommodation  for  1,000  visitors 
per  week  during  peak  holiday  periods. 

Flush  toilet  facilities  are  available  on  both  sites 
together  with  mains  water  obtainable  from  the  many  standpipes. 
Shopping  accommodation  is  also  provided  on  the  sites  supplying 
all  the  needs  of  the  residents. 

Daily  inspections  are  made  during  the  season  and  a site 
warden  is  employed  to  carry  out  the  fiaany  necessary  cleansing  and 
maintenance  duties  prompted  by  the  large  number  of  visitors. 


Street  Cleansing  and  Public  Conveniences 

Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  two  full-time  employees 
and  all  street  gullies  are  periodically  cleansed.  The  work  is 
becoming  increasingly  difficult  and  expensive  by  the  regular  tipping 
of  miners  coal  allocations  in  the  street  outside  houses.  This 
causes  obstruction  on  the  highway,  street  gullies  become  choked  with 
small  coals  which  in  turn  cause  blockages  in  drains.  The  cleanliness 
of  the  twwn  would  be  considerably  improved  and  economies  effected  if 
this  coal  allocation  were  delivered  "Bagged"  as  in  the  cases  Of 
other  counties. 

Litter  left  by  holidaymakers  is  also  a problem  and  with 
the  increase  of  wrapped  foods,  stronger  legislation  will  be  necessary 
to  make  the  public  more  litter  conscious.

Slaughterhouses

Of  these  are  licensed  under  Section  l6  of  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  1955  for  the  sale  and  storage  of  prepacked  ice  cream. 

A complete  survey  of  premises  is  now  underway  and  it  has 
been  found  that  some  shops  already  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
Food  Hygiene  Regulations.  Advice  and  help  is  given  to  the  many 


problems  that  arise  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to 
give  all  the  statistical  details  in  the  1957  Annual  Report, 

No  clean  food  guilds  exist  in  the  district  and  it  was 
not  found  possible  to  give  any  lectures  on  Food  Hygiene. 

All  condemned  food  is  burned  or  buried  at  the  controlled 
tip  and  during  the  year  4-29  of  assorted  tinned  foods  was 

disposed  of  by  this  method. 


Milk  and  Dairies 


Six  dealer’s  licences  were  issued  during  195&  under  the 
"Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations  1949". 

There  are  two  premises  licensed  for  the  storage  and 
sale  of  milk,  one  in  respect  of  T.T.  milk  and  the  other  for 
Pasteurised  milk. 


Cleansing 


A wee kly  collection  of  household  and  trade  refuse  was 
made  throughout  the  year.  The  refuse  is  of  a mainly  heavy  nature 
due  to  the  amount  of  miner’s  concessionary  coal  used.  With  the 
increase  of  wrapped  foodstuffs  and  newsprint,  paper  is  still 
baled  and  sold  for  ro~pul|)ing. 

From  this  source  a gross  total  of£l£7&.~  11  ~ was 
received  during  the  financial  year  ending  31  st  D- j&emT^er,/- 4956* 

P e t r oleum  Ac t s ancL  Rogulati ons 

The  duties  under  the  Act  are  carried  out  by  this  Depai-w^^ 
and  although  the  Public  Health  Inspector  does  not  receive  training 
in  this  sphere^of  work,  it  is  often  undertaken  in  addition  to  his 
normal  routine  duties  in  some  Urban  and  Rural  Areas. 

Close  co-operation  is  maintained  wi oh  the  County  Fire 
Prevention  Department  and  I am  indebted  to  these  specialised  officers 
for  their  help  and  advice.  A complete  survey  of  petrol  installations 
in  the  district  was  made  prior  to  the  re-licensing  and  it  was 
pleasing  to  find  that  all  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Petroleum  (Regulations)  Act  1928  and  1936. 

Thirteen  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  and  also 
three  liecencos  to  store  carbide  of  calcium. 
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WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  is  derived  from  Springs,  Borehole  and  a deep  well 
at  Hazon  together  with  an  additional  artesian  supply  from  an  N.C.B. 
prospecting  borehole  at  Hartlaw  which  is  brought  by  an  overland 
pipe  to  discharge  into  the  Hazpn  Well.  A further  borehole  at 
Morwick  supplies  69,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  main  supply  pipe  from  Hazon  to  Morwick  was  descaled 
during  the  year  which  considerably  improved  the  supplies. 

At  Morwick  are  situated  two  storage  resexv^^g  capable 
of  holding  2 million  gallons  which  supply  Amble  U.D.C.,  pu»fq  0f 
Morpeth  R.D.C.,  parts  of  Alnwick  R.D.C.  and  R.A.F.  Station,  Aciv^ ngton. 

The  supply  was  constant  and  was  available  for  both 
domestic  rind  industrial  purposes.  At  certain  peak  consumption 
periods,  complaints  were  received  of  lack  of  pressure  in  the  higher 
part  of  the  town.  ..  ’ 


A "drip-feed"  chlorination  treatment  is  carried  out. 

Regular  bacteriological  tests  are  carried  out  by  the
